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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the only reason why the 
present specification does not specifically point out examples of surfactants having an HLB value of greater than 25 is that one of ordinary 
skill in the art knows which surfactants have an HLB value of greater than 25. See, for example, U,S. Patent No. 4,988,567 (Delgado) 
entitled "HOLLOW ACID-FREE ACYLATE POLYMERIC MICROSPHERES HAVING MULTIPLE SMALL VOIDS" and filed in 1990 which 
states in the passage from col. 6, line 65 to col. 7, line 13. The Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive, because PATEL (see US 
4,569,463 at col. 1 0, line 43-45) disclosed that HLB values can differ by as much as about 8 HLB units, depending upon the empirical 
method chosen to determine the HLB value. Additionally, it is unclear what's the difference between surfactants having values of 25 versus 
35 HLB as recited in claims 18 and 19. Applicant argues that McATEE does not disclose all of the components in combination. The 
Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive, because McATEE teaches "mixture thereof (see [0122] and [190]). Additionally, independent 
claim 1 1 do not have all three liimitations. 
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
